Ttia slightest dfitaMBoes ia 
color and shade of inks are nade man- 
ifest in the photographlo copy. Blue 
inks appear nearly white; brown inks, 
on th'' coiilraiy, almost black. Tho 
booka of the uecusod wore submitted 
to a photographer, who took off the 
pagos oohoemed and brought into 
court the most uadoubted'ooular proofs 
of tho illegitimate after-entry of some of 
tho nccountM. A nubscquont chemical 
tost 8ul)al;uitiatod this evidenco. Tho 
I'hidographlo la to bo prsfoi iod to tho 
. h'-nilcal tost, because It brings its 
jn-oofs into tho courts and submits 
them to lospeotion, at tho same time 
leaving the document under inspootton 
uniiarnied; while tho result* of a 
ohenitcal test must be taken on ttiu 
evidenco of the chemist alone, and tho 
writing examined is perhaps destroy- 
(mI.

CARE OF GRAPE-VINES. 

now lo H'.cnrii a llaplil, Uoalthy n;'.d 
Strautinil 4irnwth. 

Tlio vine trliuine'l_j|B it should be, 
will in spring coiuist ef a number of 
cones, at about equal distanoo, say two 
or three feat apart, over tho space thus 
covered. Even a little farther apart 
will be bettor. If this wood Is all 
young and lively (or if old. well set 
with Hpui-tt,) each eye or spur will 
tlirow out fiBc or more shoots, with 
from ouu to tbruo or more bunches of 
fruit on eash. NoWi only a oartaln 
nuBiber of these ihoota will have room 
to grow without orowding, hence, a 
judiuiouB thinning U oftentimes bono- 
flcial. Then again, there are more 
bunches on a sh(Kit oft^ia, than 
it is safe to have rumolu, provid- 
ing, of course, quality as well as qiuui'- 
tlty is a dealderatum. 80 leave no 
more than two bunches on the some 
■hoot, and tho extra growth of these 
will moru than make up the dlfforenoe. 
Having then thinned out superfluous 
shoots and bunches, tbo noxt step is 
the branches themselves. Ths l«ui> 
er»i that is, the main shoots, if cover- 
ing trellises or walls, may be allowed 
to grow on until the apaae is flllod and 
stopped two or thi-ee eyes beyond. 
This >,Hv"H s'lino wood to cut buck tho 
next winter on priming. Tbo shoots 
scattered all over the plant, on which 
a couple of bunches Is left, will also 
want stopping. This may be done a 
point beyond the last bunch. The ef- 
fect of this Is to caiiso an increase of 
et/.e ill tho leaves reiiialiilni,'. 

By and by, ahoolM will again start 
out, which are again stopped, ulu ays 
keeping the main eye from starting, if 
possible, wUok to best done by leav- 
ing aldaf attd shoot beyond, which 
being at the extremity will ttMt flnt 
A well-attended vine will ham a large 
quantity of very largo, vigorous 
leaves; ono allowed to grow as It 
pleases, a vast mass of smaller ones, 
each straggling tor tha mMteiy with 
the under onA in the rao^ and yellow- 
ing and falling early. The leaves are 
the lungs of any plant, and tho more 
perfect they oro the flner tbo flowers 
or fruit as tho case may l>o. Very 
large, fine strawberries will al- 
ways be noticed oit s«oh plants aa 
bavo vi(orene held taMage. There 
is BO exeeptien to tiiese rules. In 
0rape ^es where thape is no consid- 
erable snoco i9 fill, and any particular 
•t iiio se^sas sribke the lead, if a good 
f '>H, it-U wdll to BBoeitrage its growth 
)>v u-ivlBg se nuob tpaoe or room as It 
will qoOupy— tUs is how very largo 
vines erigiBBte, 

Sometimes tbrips, lUtle Jumping in- 
sects, play havoo In the loaves of vinos. 
They m^y bo got rid of by spraying 
with insectlcido— tobacco in almost 
liny tonu. either as smoke, when it 
Clin be applied, or snuff, or tobacco 
water Is efmlly fSaottva. Thar* ac* 
other forms, tanMitbnas fa<m1>le* m i> 
the aphis, for example, but thaae ara 
got rid of by the some means aa, and 
more easily than, the thrlps. — FrairU 
farmer.

I have used bushel boxes several 
years to handle py t a t aei In and think 
they have paid aaaiattly 100 per cent. 
OB t)iolr coat, and they, are not used up 
yet They are ItxltsK inches— all 
faislds raoosuremeiits. This will figuro 
up a trifle over a bif*h4l| but in prao- 
Uce they are just the right slM. We 
froquoiitly want to got ono box on an- 
other, when niled, on tho wagon or 
elsewhere. In orior not to bruise tho 
contents at oil, they need to hold a 
bushel without being the least bit over 
level fallHu*t stroke meaiote and 
no more. 

This partteular idiape was decided 
upon when we got our first hundred 
made bccttiiso two of thorn would just 
sit cud lo end in a common throo-foot- 
wlde wsgon-box. In our twelve-foel- 
longhwttjraoty .hOlM wUlslton the 
bottom. 'Two deep makes a good load, 
1111(1 with springs rides to market wlth- 
oiil trouble. There are hand-holes In 
the enda, of l ourse. Tbey should bo 
made of ligbl niati rllil and then thoy 
will bo found very valuable in han- 
dling apples, potatoes, etc. We have 
govera— ju^plain pieces of board about 
16x18 liieh*— to put over litem when 
they are standing in tho field with po> 
tatoes in. This keepe off sun and ralo 
and they can stand for some little time 
without dama^^—Sr. 4b nrrjii <"
